I'll dothem juftice in every thing as near 
as I can; all thofe Colleétions I have heard 
of yet, I believe ameant to no more than 
Contributions for their poor Friends ; fome 
who are outed of their Livings for Non- 
jurant Principles, as in Scotland in particue 
har, or fome of their fuffering Brethrén in 
England, and this I cannot blame them for: 
or elfe Contributions for their {cribling 
Champions, of which if Mr. L—ly and 
W—ly do not receive large Bounties, the Ac- 
counts I have.of it are very imperfect. 

I muft own their Side is the beft for an 
Author to efpoufe, who wants or expeéts to 
be fupported by thofe he ferves; but the 
Authors that write from better Principles, as 
well as for a better Caufe, I hope will not be 
at all difcourag’d by that.

How unhappy a Poft have thefe Gentlee 
men got in the World, and how uneafy is — 
their Condition, That when the Publick Ine — 
tereft is happily purfued, their Mortification 
muft unhappily be the Confequence of it;

them to Patience under their Sufferings, 
fince it muft certainly be true, That they 
wil have the Mortification of feeing the 
Nation’s Eyes open to their own Safety. 2
